The search for oil has brought France into 
conflict with Spain over exploration rights 
in the former Spanish colony of Equatorial 
Guinea.

Hispanoil, should receive 
preferential treatment But France has been 
courting President Teodoro Obiang Macias 
and Elf, CFP and Petrogab have edged into 
this Spanish ‘fief. A border dispute with 
Gabon has held up exploration activities for

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French Foreign Minister Jean 
Francois-Poncet visited Luanda in 
mid-January to sound out Angolan officials 
on, @ other (ings, extending the 
sphere of operations of French oil 
companies in the country The Angolan 
state oil firm, Sonangol, signed production 
sharing agreements last year with both CFP 
and Elf. Elf is to sink eight exploration wells 
along Angola's northern coast, starting in 
June. 


Cameroon has adopted a more 
nationalistic line in negotiations with 
French oil interests. In the first place, 
President Ahidjo's government assumed 
control in principle of oil production and 
transport. The production sharing 
agreement assures Cameroon of 60 per cent 
of the first 15m tonnes, 65 per cent of the 
next 15m tonnes and 70 per cent beyond the 
Wm tonnes mark. Output has been on the 
rise: 1.5m tonnes in 1979, 3m tonnes in 
1YRO and around 10m tonnes by 1985. 
Secondly, much to France's annoyance, the 
Cameroon government opened up the oil 
sector to a number of international oil 


In black Africa's oi! giant, Nigeria (about 
112m tonnes produced in 1980), Elf plays 
only a minor role. Last year it had access to 
4m tonnes of Nigerian crude, of which 1.8m 
came from production sharing agreements. 
The French company is intent on doubling 
this figure by 1985. 

After a bitter lesson in Ivory Coast, Elf 
officials have decided not to leave a stone 
unturned along the West African coast. Elf 
geologists predicted that this country would 
not enter the league of African oil 
producers — only for Phillips to turn up a 
major offshore oi! find last March near the 
town of Jacqueville, on a concession 
abandoned by Elf.

Rhodesia--was decommissioned in 1965 with about 14 000 tons of Iranian oil under 
full pressure. Monitoring instiuments began to show a pressure drop in 1978, 
indicating some leaks had developed. Mr Scheepers said tests on the 300-km 
pipeline--started last September--were almost complete. "We have found that some 
parts of the pipeline...will have to be relaid." No-one at Lonrho was able to 
say when it would be reopened.--Sapa.

FINAL COMMUNIQUE OF CENTRAL COMMITTEE'S THIRD SESSION 
Cotonou EHUZU in French 30 Nov 80 p 22 


{Text} The Central Committee of the People's Revolution Party of Benin held its 
3rd seasion in Cotonou from 12-16 November 1980, with our great comrade in strug- 
gle, Mathieu Kerekou, President of the Central Committee presiding. 


Among the items on the agenda during the session were: 


1. Analysis of the national situation in light of the reports from our six 
provincial political commissioners. 


2. Questions related to the establishment of local organs of the national govern- 
ment. 


3. Questions related to the organization of a people's legal system in the Peo- 
ple's Republic of Benin. 


4. Analysis of the international situation. 


Upon completion of this work the Central Committee of the People's Revolution 
Party of Benin [PRPB] made a decision to publish the following communique: 


On the National Level 


Examining the current national situation, the Central Committee noted that despite 
socioeconomic difficulties related to poor organization and poor administration 

of our production units, as well as to the international economic situation charac- 
terized by gallopping inflation, and despite numerous problems as yet unsolved or 
having only recently appeared on the social level, the masses of our urban and 
rural populations continue to demonstrate great willingness to work with the par- 
ty, an eloquent testimony to their deep adherence to the revolutionary process 
active here since 26 October 1972. 


Drawing a lesson from this objective truth that is clearly evident from the polit- 
ical commissioners’ reports on their visits of the six provinces, the central com 
mittee notes that the situation is favocable for our hard-working and party- 
dedicated people to advance confidently in the direction of the effective estab- 
lishment of a people's democratic state. 




















In this sense, the central committee has studied and adopted the documents re- 
lated to the establishment of local organs of state power on the basis of the 
critical sum of accrued experience through democratization of power in our coun- 
try by the local authorities of the National Council of the Revolution. 


Consequently it was decided during the 3rd session of the 3rd central committee 
of the PRPB that, while waiting for the respective congresses to meet, it will 

go ahead and renew such mass organizations as the Youth Organization Committee 
(COJ), the Women's Organization Committee (COF), Committee for the Defense of the 
Revolution (CDR), so they might effectively pursue their roles of transmittal and 
support of the local revolutionary government. 


In compliance with its due concern for closely and continuously linking the uni- 
versal principles of Marxism-Leninism to the concrete practices of the Benin revo- 
lution, the 3rd session of the 3rd central committee of our avant-garde party, the 
PRPB, has studied and adopted the document related to the organization, the pro- 
gram and the methodology of the generalized patriotic, ideological and premilitary 
training of Benin revolutionary party memberc, both men and women, during their 
first national training and evalua*ion seminar, held at the National Center for 
the instruction of the People's Armed Forces in Ouidah, from 22 May-2 June 1980. 


The draft bill for organization of a people's legal system in the People's Repub- 
lic of Benin was also studied and adopted; its implementation will make possible 
a new legal system to serve the Benin people and its people's democratic revolu- 
tion, and the development of revolutionary legality in all areas of national life 
under the leadership of our avant-garde party, the PRPB. 


Considering the importance and complexity of the economic portfolio, the 3rd cen- 
tral committee decided during its 3rd session to hold a special session to pursue 
systematic study of the question, and to take subsequent decisions likely to 
create favorable conditions for the revitalization and development of our economy 
along the lines of consolidating our national independence and an equitable solu- 
tion to the social problems of the masses of our people. 


On the International Level 


Analyzing the international situation, the 3q session of the 3d central commit- 
tee notes once again that this situation is characterized by subversive maneuvers 
to destabilize progressive regimes of the Third World in general and of Africa in 
particular, by creating areas of tension and war throughout the world, and by a 
desperate international imperialism. The aim is to divide, oppose and weaken the 
progressive and revolutionary forces struggling for national independence, democ- 
racy and social progress. 


This is the framework for the defamation and smear campaign cynically orchestrated 
by the international reactionary press against our country, our people, and our 

revolution, a campaign which has its sights on making one believe that the Repub- 
lic of Benin is supposedly interfering in the internal affairs of neighboring and 


friendly countries. 

















The 3rd central committee of our avant-garde party affirma that this shameful 
maneuver of international] imperialism and its local lackeys ultimately aims only 
to discredit Benin's revolution and to create psychological conditions favorable 
to a new armed aggression of colonial reconquest of our country. 


The People's Republic of Benin, which has itself amply suffered from interferences 
in its internal affairs and which has struggled mightily to recover its inde- 
pendence, its sovereignty and its national unity, remains firmly attached to the 
principles of noninterference in the internal affairs of other countries. 


Consequently, the central committee of the PRPS reaffirms once again the fact 
that a country's internal problems can only be resolved by the people of that 
country. 


As for the conflict rencing Chad, the central committee of the PRPB sends out a 
brotherly and fervent call to its brothers in Chad to cease their fratricidal war, 
and to settle their internal problems through negotiations based on the Lagos 
Agreement and the OUA Resolution made in Freetown, and to build the Chadian na- 
tion in total independence in unity and agreement.

Once again, the unrelenting passage of time has brought us to the exa)::ng moment 
when we send out fervent wishes, take stock and enter into commitment: butid 
the future, 


As on this occasion each year, I feel very delighted to convey to each of you, 
your families and the entire Cameroonian nation, my most hearty wishes for good 
health, happiness, and prosperity, and for development in peace acquired and 
consolidated, in the oneness of our minds, 


The year which is now drawing to a close has, in more than one respect, been 
characterized by important events, At the domestic level, it was the year of the 
Third Congress of our Great National Party, the Cameroon National Union. This 
Congress, you will agree, was a stirring historic moment which, having enabled us 
to measure with realism and rigour the distance separatirg us from our objectives 
and aspirations, in the stark light of the report on the activities carried out 
since the Congress of Maturity, was christened the Congress of Mastery, in exhor- 
tation of a new, indivi.:'ual and collective awareness in the conduct of our activ- 
ities, in the use of our potentialities, in the rationalization of production and 
distribution, in the overall and equitable advancement of all social groups and 
the balanced development of all regions, in our efforts to build this beautiful 
country. 


The passing year also marked the beginning of a new term of office for the Presi- 
dent of the Republic.

As for town planning and housing, appropriate structures were set up and resources 
made available for launching effective programmes as part of an overall strategy 
aimed at meeting the impetuous population increases in our cities and providing 
clean and beautiful living environments, 


Achievements in our labour legislation were consolidated, 


Certainly, all these successes, selectively cited, have strengthened the prospects 
of our economic take-off; in fact, these prospects have been further improved by 
the increased chances of exploiting some of our mineral resources, especially 
energy resources, 


But the most precious and reassuring achievement is undoubtedly the binding option

This is the occasion to idealize the unique purpose of the Party represented by 
its two-fold role: its responsibility to consolidate national unity and pool 
energies, and its duty to provide national guidance that will help us master our

At the international level, Africa indeed proved to be especially vulnerable to 
attacks by rival hegemonisms, to destabilizing offensives launched from inside 
and outside the continent, and to a world economic crisia whose evil effects on 
the poorer countries are more severe, 


Our immediate neighbourhood was not spared, And while increasing our vigilance

resources, to bring solutions to human, material and political problems posed by 
4 dramatic situation, 


We were, however, pleased to welcome Zimbabwe's independence, which came about as 
a result of the determination of an entire people, the militant and committed 
action of African countries and a show of realiem by the former colonial power. 





We were also able to adopt, following intensive consultations that ended in the 
Lagos Extraordinary Summit, 4 plan of action aimed at setting in place 4 strat egy 
for the economic development of Africa, with a view to enhancing 4 new political 
will to change life in Africa through the more determined organization of our 
essential common interests, 


We hope that the upcoming conference on the Namibian problem will start an irrevers- 
ible march down the road to true independence for Namibia. 


In South Africa itself, in the face of mounting and determined opposition to the 
abject system of apartheid from the oppressed majority, the regime in Pretoria is, 
in despair, adding to its arsenal of repressive measures, mssacring the innocent 
and intensifying its reprisals against the Frontline States, If South Africa 
continues in crime, blood and arrogance, we will continue to struggle to invoke 
against it the sanctions provided for under Article 7 of the United Nations Charter 
for it would be an honour for humanity to eliminate this bastion of racism, 
violence and flagrant injustice. 


Fellow Countrymen, on the eve of the new year, we gust, more than ever before, be 
aware of a sad reality. The world in which we live is not moving towards a change 
in world economic relations marked by interdependence, solidarity and equality; 

nor is it moving towards a world order sensitive to the interests of developing 
peoples, and to the spirit of justice and solidarity. The development of our 
country is jeopardized by the adverse effects of the egoism of the richer countries 
and the endemic deterioration of the terms of trade, These effects have been 
further aggravated by monetary instability, world inflation, the energy crisis and 
natural disasters. Consequently, the rate of our development is slowing down, or 
at least being substantially mortgaged and disorganized. 


In this connection, it is imperative that we master all the factors that enter 
into the development equation, The implication of this requirement is three-fold. 
First, we need to add a moral dimension to liberalism, that is through rigour, 
regulation and control in the deployment of its mechanisms. Second, we need to 
look into the future, to have an anticipatory vision of things to come, so as to 
determine probabilities, outline possibilities, and define priorities, Third, we 
need to participate democratically in liberalism so ag to humanize development 
planning. 








Mastery is, therefore, taking 4 step in the direction of constructive self-critic 
eriticiem, of collective soul-searching aimed at broadening and defining the ends 
of progress in economic and social terms, Mastery is aleo the act of taking stock 
of society, in order to define specific social objectives and to place them in 
order of priority. 


Again, mastery is making an effort to channel change through the identification of 
essential human needs; it is not the obsession to accumlate material and financial 
wealth since this impedes the promotion of 4 policy of better distribution of 
income for a balanced and harmonious endogenous development, Mastery is a develop- 
ment strategy which seeks to keep man in his natural environment: I am thinking 
above all of the rural world which must be revitalized so that it miy regain ite 
attractive force and its life-giving virtues of settling man, and so that it may 
become rehabilitated as a choice framework for a development that falle within a 
cultural scheme, making everyone aspire to controlling his own life. Mastery is 
the promotion of internal structural changes which make it possible if not to 
resist the finality of extroverted exchanges typical of traditional trade prac- 
tices, at least to place them at the service of our development; it is th. control 
of indispensable technical and financial tools. In short, mastery is the rational- 
ization of liberalism, 


Because we are preoccupied with rising uncertainty due to the accelerated place 
of change, it is necessary to have available sufficiently accurate indices of what 
in the future is most probable, Thus, mastery aust lead us to promote and system- 
atize our knowledge of the future. For, it is obvious that it is only by possese- 
ing the most exact forecasts through successive approximations, that we can gird 
ourselves today against such and such a problem that will certainly crop up tomor- 
row; it is in this way that we can prepare ourselves for permanent, if not at 
least long lasting, solutions to the problems of today; it is in this way still, 
that in our efforts to channel change, we can be in 4 position to mike a Leap 
marked with the seal of quality. 


But, above all, mastery within the framework of self-reliant development, of which 
it is the basis, implies a committed national community which is resolutely, 
actively and effectively participative. 


As the year now beginning will mark the launching of our fifth development plan, 

we must do everything to ensure that more than ever before the plan pays the 
greatest attention to the varying needs and desires of those whose participation 
is indispensable to its success. Consequently, we should free the forces of ini- 
tiative which are forces of conscious development. The democratic preparation of 
the plan by which I mean the humanization of planning, gust enable every Cameroon- 
ian to control his destiny and to mould the future according to his needs. Instead 
of trembling with anguish or revolting against the future, he must be able to 
predict it and to help fashion it,

[Text] In the People's Republic of the Congo, the optimistic forecaste with 
respect to ofl production are being borne out. By the end of this year the country 
will have produced 3.2 million tons, and the amount extracted should rise to almost 
5 million tons in 1981 and, according to estimates, to 10 million tons in 1987, 
equal to Gabon's current production. 





The Congolese economy is coming out of a long recession. UNICONGO, the employers’ 

federation, emphasizes in a report "that after the disorders noted during the first 
6 months of 1979 and the steps that were taken, it is clearly apparent that a mood 

of economic upturn seems to be becoming a reality this year with the assurances 

of oil that are currently the “driving force behind the recovery." 


The economic growth that had been fairly high between 1960 and 1970 continued in 
1973 and 1974, due primarily to the inflow of oi] revenues; but 1975 to 1977 were 
marked by a deep recession, the result of the decrease in the activity of the 
primary productive sectors and the fall in ofl production. 


Improvement in the Financial Situation 


Since 1978, the evolution of the Congo's economic situation has been characterized 
by a noticeable rise in the leading productions, thus corroborating an economic 
recovery. 


The financial situation is in the process of improving: the 198] budget comes to 
48.3 billion [CPA france] for the budget, 111.6 billion for the operating budget, 
and 48.2 billion for the investment budget [sentence as published]. While the 
operating budget is recording a 29.85 percent improvement compared to 1980, the 
investment budget is experiencing a 45.68 percent increase. 


"This budget places itself in a crisis situation and we have to stress the sense 
of justice and invite the country firet of all to depend on its own strength," 
notes the Central Committee of the Congolese Workers’ Party (PCT). 

Originator of Economic Liberalism 


Despite the oft-claimed Marxist choices, it has to be pointed out that the private 
sector has continued to exist in the Congo and that we are seeing a return to

economic liberaliem. Moreover, we must not forget that the Congo carries on 60 
percent of ite trade with the European Economic Community and that half of ite 
importa come from France. 


Statutory corporations have encountered numerous difficulties in recent years. 
Their indebtedness is reportedly assessed at approximately 88 billion CPA france, 
without taking into account the government's guarantees, on the order of 79 
billion CPA france, and the head of state, President Sassou Nguesso himself, has 
stigmatized the “bad management, inertia of the overseeing structures, lack of 
discipline, disorder, unconsciousness, carelesaness, and deviations in the activity 
of the political and worker organizations."

LOCAL GOVERNMENT FUNDS--Federal funde allocated to local governments will no 
longer be channelled through state governments, according to a Senate decision. 
lt will also be illegal for any state government to borrow money from a local 
government for any reason. These were the contents of two new clauses inserted 
in the Revenue Allocation Bill, on the strength of a 42 to 38 vote with four ab- 
stentions. This made it mandatory for the Accountant-General to send funds di- 
rectly to local governments. Another result of the final Senate session of the 
Revenue Allocation Bill was the deletion of the 15 per cent disbursement to states 
on the basis of primary school enrolments. The Senate voted 42 to 37 in favour 
of states sharing 50 per cent of their 26.5 per cent allocation on the basis of 
equality, 40 per cent on population, and 10 per cent on the new principle of 
land mass. [Text] [London WEST AFRICA in English 26 Jan 81 p 192) 


OVERSEAS OIL REFINING--The French petroleum company, Elf Acquitaine, is to refine 
Nigerian crude oil overseas for the domestic Nigerian market until 1985-86 when 
Nigeria's fourth oil refinery starts operating. Elf executives stressed that the 
fourth refinery should satisfy the projected fuel needs of Nigeria for the late 
19808 unless there was a drastic increase in demand, reported Lagos Radio. Other 
news agency reports said that Elf planned to invest $1,800m. in oil exploration 
and the pharmaceutical industry in Nigeria between 1981 and 1985. This was an- 
nounced in Lagos during a meeting between senior Elf executives and the managing 
director of the Nigerian National Petroleum Corporation. Elf's pharmaceutical 
investment will be in the production of vaccine serums and heavy drip fluid for 
hospitals. Elf executives aleo declared their interest in Nigeria's gas projects 
and suggested that Nigerian gas could be piped across the Sahara to European 
markets at a far cheaper cost than the Bonny liquified natural gas project.

BONNY GAS OUTPUT--The $12,000m. Bilton Bonny liquified natural gas project, 
scheduled to start production in 1984-5, will yield 16,000m. cubic metres of gas 
a year, according to an NNPC official. A loan of $10,000m. will be needed to 
finance the projects which is expected to earn $5,000m. a year. The NNPC will 
own 60 per cent of the project with the remainder divided up among the companies 
concerned. Phillips Petroleum will act as technical operator of the plant which 
will liquify the gas presently being flared away from the oilfields of southern 
Nigeria.

GUNS FOUND--A consignment of 20 pistols hidden in two loudspeakers and 1,000 
rounds of ammunition was siezed at Murtala Muhammed Airport and a 21-year-old

arms were manufactured by Raven Arms Industries, California, sent by one Ola 
Oluwole, of Houston, Texas, and addressed to one H. Oluwole, of 23 Adeniran 
Street, Ikeja.

TEXTILE FIRMS ASK RELIEF--The problems facing textile industries in the country 
are so numerous and grave that unless the Federal Government takes steps to of- 
fer effective relief measures, several textile factories will be forced to close 
down. This was contained in a communique issued at the end of the 130th execu- 
tive committee meeting of the Nigerian Textiles Manufacturers Association. The 
meeting was held in Kaduna. The communique said the government should consider 
as an immediate relief measure the abolition of the 10 per cent excise duty levied 
on finished products of the textile mille. It said import duties levied on those 
raw materials such as yarn, chemicals, spare parts and dyes that are not produced 
locally be also abolished. The communique called for a reduction in electricity 
tariff and intensification of efforts to combat smuggling. It said manufacturing 
costes have risen very sharply by about 24 per cent. Cost of raw cotton, yarn, 
dyestuff and chemicals registered an increase of about 18 per cent while wages 
shot up by 20 per cent with the 100 Naira minimum wage fixed by the Federal Govern- 
ment.

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DIOUF TO FACE DIFFICULT ECONOMIC, POLITICAL SITUATION 
Paris LE MONDE in French 1 Jan 81 pp 1, 3 
[Article by Pierre Biarres: "A Difficult Situation"] 


[Excerpt] Mr Senghor's decision comes a little more than 2 years before the end 
of the mandate renewed for him in February 1978 and not due to expire until spring 
1983. 


After his successor takes the oath of office, the former president will leave for 
Dacca in Bangladesh, where he is scheduled to take part in a colloquium on 
Dravidian civilizations before going to Morocco for a period of rest. He will 
return to Dakar at the end of January as a private citizen and will move into his 
recently built home at the edge of town on the Fann cliffs overlooking the ocean. 
Having decided as well, it seems, to give up his position as secretary general 

of the Socialist Party, he will only participate in governmental life as a militant. 


While continuing to perform his duties as chief of state up to the very end with- 
out changing any of his work habits, Senghor carefully prepared his departure, 
meeting with all the important political, civil and military people in the country 
and taking leave of the ranking dignitaries of the most important Muslim associa- 
tions, whose influence remains very strong. 


For its part the government party has mobilized all its sources of contact with 
the masses through the continuous broadcast of messages of support on the radio 
and television news, which are then picked up by the national daily LE SOLEIL in 
order to prepare the Senegalese people for the changes which will inevitably come 
about as a result of the voluntary resignation of the elder statesman. 


Under these circumstances Abdou Diouf's takeover of power should take place abso- 
lutely peacefully, even if certein opposition groups, particularly Abdoulaye 
Wade's Senegalese Democratic Party, have appeared to be tempted to hold demonstra- 
tions to protest what they call an antidemocratic transfer of power. 


The inheritance is difficult. Without taking away from Abdou Diouf's talents and 
resourcefulness, a certain amount of agitation cannot be excluded. 


First of all, as the opposition does not fail to recall, Senegal is at present 
going through a very serious economic crisis, the causes of which are not merely 
a matter of economic fluctuations or of external origin. 





Committed to a poor monoculture, the peanut, since colonial times, Senegal, more 
than other countries of the Third World, has long been a victim of the deteriora- 
tion of rates of exchange, and the efforts it has made in recent years to diversify 
the economy (the extensive development of a deep sea fishing industry and of 
tourism) have not been enough to slow down this phenomenon. On the contrary, it 
has been seriously affected by the successive rises in the price of ofl and by the 
subsequent repercussions on the price of manufactured goods and imported articles 
of equipment. On another front, Senegal was particularly hard hit by the Sahel 
drought of recent years, which repeatedly drastically brought down its food and 
peanut crop production. 


But undeniable management mistakes have also been made, linked to excessive 
nationalization of large sectors of the economy and at the same time to rapid 
development in the last few years of a national bourgeoisie which speculates more 
than it produces and which is directly plugged into the state apparatus, which it 
has often used for its own private profit. The imposition of an excessively high 
land rent through a system of rural bureacracy much too cumbersome to be effective 
has done as much as the drought to gradually lead the peasants away from the mone- 
tary circuits of the economy and back to traditional forms of self-subsistence. 
Despite radical reforms adopted this summer, tending to reduce drastically the 
weight of this parasitic framework, it will be a long uphill struggle. 





A courageous economic recovery plan has been under the direct responsibility of 
Abdou Diouf for a year now. But for the moment, only the hardships are being felt 
despite the considerable increase in external financial aid from France, from the 
International Monetary Fund and in particular from the World Bank. Thus the 
social climate is not good. 


The personality of President Senghor has, however, greatly contributed toward 
lessening the effects, on the political level, of this crisis. Senegal is the 
most liberal country inAfrica. Not every current of thought can as yet organize 
into a political party, but at least they can all express themselves freely, and 
the opposition does not hesitate to criticize the government, as the number of 
opposition publications on sale in Dakar attests. The country no longer has any 
political prisoners. 


At the same time, Senegal is one of the most stable countries in Africa. Ultimately, 
the opposition is just as concerned about equality as the government. Will Abdou 
Diouf be able to maintain both stability and freedom? Or will he perhaps be tempted 
to sacrifice the latter in favor of the first? 


Prime minister for more than 10 years, Diouf has had the chance to become familiar 
with the affairs of state, but occupied by administrative duties, he has had little 
chance to impose his personality on the political scene. 


He could nevertheless rapidly become a surprise. Some are already talking about 

a referendum initiative which would further increase the flexibility of the parties 
in order to legally accommodate important segments of the Senegalese political 
class which, despite the reforms of the last few years, has remained on the our- 
side, such as the militants of Professor Cheikh Anta Dop's National Democratic 
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Rally or the supporters of the former counci] president, Mamadou Dia.* Then in 
the rush of a referendum in which the opposition hae ne choice but to call for a 
positive vote, the anticipated legislative and presidential elections could be 
organized. Diouf would have 4 good chance of winning. If he did, a reform of 
the electoral system could guarantee, as much a8 is possible, a stable majority 
for the winner, who might then consider opening hie government up to members of 
the opposition or to personalities who have been held in reserve for the last few 
years, In eum, contrary to the fears expressed in certain quarters, this opening 
would contribute to strengthening the etability of the regime. Such a scenario 
is of course only speculative but it ie not necessarily improbable. 


*The Senegalese constitution, revised over these last few years, does not allow 
for the existence of more than four political parties, which furthermore must 
adhere to epecific ideological currents. From right to left, there is Boubacar 
Gueye's (conservative) Senegalese Republican Movement (MRS), Abdoulaye Wade's 
(liberal) Senegalese Democratic Party (PDS), President Senghor and Abdou Diouf's 
(social democrats, in power) Socialist Party (PS), and Majhemouth Diop's (Marxist- 
Leniniat) African Independence Party (PAI). But in addition to these four legal 
parties there are also half a dozen others, including Professor Cheikh Anta Diop's 
National Democratic Rally (RND), which would aleo like to be recognized. 
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LACK OF TOURISTS--Durban.--The number of South African tourists visiting the Sey- 
chelles has dropped to about two percent of the total number of visitors in the 
last year. Seychelles hoteliers and those connected with the tourist trade say 
that the drop in South African business ie due to a hostile Press in the Republic. 
The decrease in the number of South African visitors is being keenly felt in the 
tourist industry on the teland--the biggest source of revenue. Most businessmen 
connected with the holiday industry on the island say that incorrect reporte in 
the South African Prese has created an impression the socialist Government of Mr 
Albert Rennee, was hostile towards South Africans.

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PRIME MINISTER ANNOUNCES ARREST OF SOVIET SPY 
KGB ‘Senior Officer’ Held 
Johannesburg THE CITIZEN in English 29 Jan 81 pp 1, 2 
[Text] Cape Town.--A Russian spy operating in South Africa has been arrested. 
He is named as Major Aleksei Michailovitch Korlov, a senior officer in the KGB. 


Announcing this, the Prime Minieter, Mr P W Botha, told the House of Assembly 
yesterday that Maj Kozlov wae arrested during the course of hie fourth visit to 
Southern Africa. 


Speaking during the No-Confidence debate, Mr Botha said he wished to refer to a 
matter which was of grave importance to the security of Southern Africa and to 
the well-being of the people of this part of the world. 


"I deem this an opportune occasion to announce that yet another Russian spy op- 
erating in this country has been arrested." 


Mr Botha then gave details of the person arrested and said: "I do not intend go- 
ing into detail about thie arrest. What I intend to deal with, primarily, are 
the political and security implications eurrounding Maj Kozlov's visits to 
Southern Africa. 


Main Task 


"Outetanding Intelligence work and thorough interrogation revealed that Maj Kozlov 
is not the classical example of the Russian so-called ‘illegal’. 


"He was not based in Southern Africa. No, Speaker, Maj Kozlov's main task was to 
act as an eye-witness to the effects of his country's intereference into other- 
wise peaceful developments in Southern Africa. 


"His job was to assess the damage caused by the activities of other organs of 
his government, notably those organs which train, finance, indoctrinate, maintain 
and arm terrorist groups like the ANC, Swapo and others in Southern Africa. 


"Kozlov first visited Southern Africa and in particular South Africa, South West 
Africa, and as it was then known, Rhodesia, during 1976. 














"We know, and this ie confirmed by Kozlov, that the ANC in particular is the eub- 
ject of intense interest in Moscow. 


"Several Soviet analyete of the situation in South Africa are of the opinion that 
the ANC's activities inside South Africa do not in fact match the organisation's 
— abroad and do not justify the money and energy spent on the organisation 
y cow. 


"Moreover, Soviet analyete had warned that while moet of the ANC's secret control 
group, the so-called ‘Congrese Group', were loyal pro-Soviet communists, others 
in senior positions in the ANC were suspected of being internationaliate whose 
primary loyalty lay with international socialiem, and some were even suspected of 
being financed from Western sources. 


"Maj Kozlov, therefore, had to vieit South Africa to make sure that Moscow's 
proxy forces in thie country were indeed as effective and loyal as they claimed 
to be. 


"His visits to South Weet Africa and Rhodesia had as purpose more or less eimi- 
lar missions, except that the Soviet cliente whose activities had to be monitored 
were Swapo and certain Rhodesian political groupe. 





"Detailed reports on the situation in Southern Africa and the part played by 
movements like Swapo and the ANC, submitted by them to the Kremlin, had been etud- 
ied by Kozlov in Moscow prior to his visits to Southern Africa. 


“He was able to compare these reports with the actual situation in the countries 
visited by hin. 


“According to him his findings tended to disprove some of the claims made. As re- 
gards the repeated assertions that South Africa was a volcano which could be ex- 
pected to erupt any minute, he was obliged to report to his superiors that this 
was just not so. 


"He aleo found no visible Swapo eupport in the areas of South West Africa visited 
by him. 


"As a result of Kozlov's visit and his reports to Moscow, Nujoma and company were 
advised to continue to opt for violent solutions until such time as Western gov- 
ernmente could be persuaded that Swapo was the group most likely to win an elec- 
tion in the territory. 


"As suggested by him, Swapo was instructed to change ite headquarters from Lu- 
eaka to Angola, that is, from an English-speaking Socialist country to a Portu- 
guese-speaking Marxist state and to have most of ite more outspoken communist 
leaders serve in Luanda, where they would be relatively out of the way and would 
thus no negatively affect Swapo's image in the West. 


"The other part of the Russian strategy was to base Swapo leaders who have had 
their basic schooling in institutions financed by Western agencies, in Western 
capitals. 








"In thie way, it was argued, Swapo, while retaining ite military character, could 
continue to enjoy the support of Liberale in Burope and eleewhere. 


“During 1980, Maj Kozlov's fourch vieit to Southern Africa (which wae his third 
to South Africa) turned out to be a very unfortunate one because he wae arrested 
before concluding ic. 


"Il may aleo, in addition, mention that Kozlov found that Swapo could only hope to 
win an election in South Weet Africa provided they were allowed the right, ex- 
presely or by implication, of intimidating the voters. 


“He claims that Swapo's strength in compounds in the diamond areas wae a pointer 
to the kind of coercion which wae possible under conditions where so-called 'im- 
partial eupervision' prevailed. 


"The investigations into Maj Koslov's activities in Southern Africa are still 
continuing, but one fact already emerges as an ominous indication of Moscow's 
designe in Southern Africa: the Soviets do not hesitate to send their men, re- 
peatedly, ae it turned owt, and at great cost and risk, to spy on us in Africa. 


"Kozlov inter alia reported to his superiors in Moscow that representatives of the 
ANC were unable to convince him that the ANC were unable to convince him that the 
ANC had indeed been responsible for the Soweto disturbances during 1976. 


"He aleo gained the impression that local ANC cadres were not as generously funded 
as were the so-called Black consciousness groups, whose finances emanate from 


European Socialist parties. 

“Fortunately Soviet epies can be caught, and when they are, there is normally quite 
a bonus for us. In Maj Kozlov's case the bonus already runs to three volumes of 
valuable information". 


The Prime Minister said that in the interests of State security no further details 
would be made public. 


Firet Spy Arrest Recalled

[Text] Back in 1967, South Africa was shocked to learn of the existence of a 
top KGB agent in this country, Yuri Nikoleevitch Loginov, a Russian who went 
under the alias of Edmund Trinka and who travelled on a Canadian passport. 
Loginov was arrested at his Smit Street flat near the Johannesburg General Hospi- 


tal by the then chief of the security police, Major-General H J van den Bergh 
and General Mike Geldenhuys, who was later to become Commissioner of Police. 


The arrest of one of Russia's top KGB agents resulted in strong reverberations 
around the world and had international espionage and counter-espionage teams buz- 
zing with excitement. 























The FBI aleo became interested in Loginov after disclosures made at the time by 
the SA Police that the Russian spy's next aseignment was to be in the USA, 


In 1979, 12 years after hie arrest, author, Edward Jay Epetein revealed in his 
book, Legend, that Loginov was a CIA “double agent". The book was an investiga~ 
tion into the assassination of President JF Kennedy and the life of his assas- 
sin, Lee Harvey Oswald. 


The role of Loginov as a CIA “double agent" was confirmed by Gen Van den Bergh 


who said that he could recall the spy volunteering to his interrogators the in- 
formation that he had approached the CIA to be a double-agent while in Finland.
